THB COMING SII/V.ER CONFJ5RKNCK. 


A conference of silver men is to be 


beld in Washington January 22,1896. 
The object or that conference, as an- 
aoanced by General A. J. Warner of 
Ohio, is to take into 
considera- 


tion the 
situation at that 
time 


and 
to 
decide, 
the question of 


calling a National Convention for the 
purpose of nominating candidates far 
President and Vice President ou the 
money issue alone. By that time the 
people will know uben and where the 
National Conventions of the other 
parties will be held and probably some- 
thing of the policy of Congress on 
financial questions will be disclosed. 


What the confei ence will decide Gen- 


eral Warner will not now undertake to 
say. Many Democrats are hopeful that 
the silver element of their party will be 
a Die to control the National Conven- 
tion aud wrest the organization of that 
party from the gold men of New York 
and London. There are also Republic- 
ans w ho are still hopeful that their party 
may yet be induced to cut loose from 
the gold combination and espouse the 
cause of silver. 
However this may 


turn out one thing may be relied upon 
and that is, the people of the country 
will have opportunity to express their 
views squarely at the ballot box on the 
question of permanently establishing 
the gold standard in this country or ie- 
turning to the constitutional standard, 
of gold and silver. 


General Warner says the cause of free 


silver is growing and the time is near 
when New England will be forced by 
two conditions, which are now pi ess - 
ing upon its interests, to take up this 
question. These questions are our in- 
creasing debt abroad, calling for large 
exportations of gold, over and above 
paying for imports, to pay interest and 
other foreign charges accruing annually 
which makes it impossible to make 
protection to New England industries 
effective as in the past, or as might be 
done were we out of debt. Then again,, 
the destructive competition with silver- 
using countries which is beginning to 
be felt and is'little understood in this 
country, is destined to transfer the 
seat of many industries of gold-stand- 
ard countries to China, Japan and 
Mexico This competition will be more 
severely felt by debtor countries under 
the gold standard than by countries 
owing no outside dnbte. 


These conditions will compel the 


East as well as the West to take action 
on the money question and will force 
New England to favor silver as a matter 
of self-protection. 


UTAH'S SEMATOKS. 


The report comes from Utah that 


George Q. Cannon, an apostle of the 
Mormon Church, and Colonel Isaac 
Trambo, a leading Gentile, will be 
elected to represent the new State in 
the United States Senate. 
Mi Can- 


non was a delegate from Utah to Con- 
gress for several years. Subsequently 
nnder the Edmunds-Tucker Unlawful 
Cohabitation Act he was under the 
ban for having a plurality of wives and 
was arrested by Sheriff Fellows of 
Humboldt while trying to make his 
escape oat of the country. He was 
taken to Utah by the United States 
Marshal and made his escape by jump- 
ing off the train near Promontory. He 
was recaptured, however, and placed 
nnder $30,000 bonds to appear for trial. 
He forfeited his bonds and for years was 
secreted from the (officers, and now is 
to be honored with a Beat in the United 
States Senate to partially recompense 
him for the privations he endured 
while being, as he claimed, persecuted 
for conscience sake. 


Colonel Trambo is a man in the 


prime of life. Like Apostle Cannon, he 
is a Republican, but unlike Sherman, 
Reed, Allison and o.ther leaders of that 
party, he is for free coinage first, last 
and all the time. He has abundant 
means and made the canvass in Utah 
independent of the party machine and 
leaders. He ie supported by every 
paper in Utah that places free coinage 
and prosperity 
above party 
and

vote o! every member of the Legis- 
lature who desires to see not only the 
new State, but the whole country re- 
lieved from the deadly nightmare of

CONOKBSSIOXAL VRCLTK. IT'.-* 


Fre?»rlne tor W»r—An Appropriation 


for the Venezuelan Commission. 


WASHINGTON, December 18 —Sena- 


tor Chandler to-day introduced a bill 
"to strengthen the military armament." 
It directs the President 4o strengthen 
the military force of the United States 
by adding 1,000,000 infantry rifles, 1,000 
guns for field artillery, and not ex- 
ceeding 5,000 heavy guns for fortifica- 
tions. The sum of $1,000,000 is made 
immediately available for the purpose. 


The Senate did not take up the Ven- 


ezuelan matter directly. Senator Hill 
offered a bill to repeal the disabilities 
on Confederate soldiers. 


The House has passed unanimously 


a bill authorizing the President to ap- 
point a Venezuelan Commission and 
appropriating $100,000 for the expenses, 


Hill reported in the House this morn- 


ing as soon as it was called to order 
and ctlled for tbu unanimous consent 
for the consideration of a bill to em- 
powwr the President to appoint a Com- 
mission to consider the Venezuelan 
boundary question and the appropri- 
ation of $100,000 for the expenses 
thereof. The text of the bill is as fol 
lows: 


"A bill making an appropriation for 


the expenses of a Commission to inves- 
tigate and report on the true divis- 
ional line between the Republic of Ven- 
ezuela and British Guiana. 


"Be it enacted by the Senate aud 


the House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled that the sum of $100,000 or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, 
be and the same js hereby appropri- 
ated for the expenses of a Commission 
to investigate and report upon the true 
divisional line between the Republic 
of Venezuela and British Guiana." 


Boutelle stated that he disliked to 


object to the consideration of euch a 
bill. He said: 
"It seems that we 


should send 
to 
a 
committee to 


calmy consider this great question and 
the message in which the Executive 
himself has outlined the possibility of 
a war betwehn the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations of the world." 


The Speaker said: "Does the gen- 


tleman object?" 


There was a request made by the 


President for help from the House to 
enable him to exercise his Executive 
functions. 


'• The first thing for us to remember 


as patriots," said Hit*, ''is that the suc- 
cess of our country depends upon our 
maintaining a united front, that our 
Government should speak for all the 
people of the United States." 


The suggestion of the President was 


for a judicial investigation, He was 
sure it was made in the proper spirit 
and the country should act as one man. 


Crisp then secured permission to 


say: "If the American people have a 
fixed opinion on any question, they 
have a decisive opinion that no Euro- 
pean country can acquire territory on 
the American continent by force." 


McCreary and Boutelle were shout- 


ing for recognition, but Hitt refused to 
yeild the floor and the previous ques- 
tion with a shout of " aye " and no op- 
posing voice. 


A resolution was adopted that the 


holiday adjournment be from Friday, 
December 2, to Friday, January 3. The 
House, at 12:40, adjourned until Friday. 


NOT -WITH AUTHORITY. 


Oar neighbor, which professes to be 


for silver while upholding a party that 
is opposed to it, undertakes to define 
Republican principles. He evidently 
does not do so authoritatively. He 
knows, if he knows anything, that there 
is no political party in the United 
States that does not profess to be 
American, The most ultra goldbug 
will make that claim and our neighbor, 
whose opinions are more variable than 
the wind, will insist, a part of the time 
at least, that the gold bug's claim is 
well founded. He even nnblusbingly

Witness was long and very critically 


catechised as to his knowledge of 
metallurgical chemistry, the dissolving 
and loss of gold by the acids used in 
the mint and bis explanatory under- 
standing of the causes of the alleged 
shortage. In fact the crowded audience 
present received a more interesting 
lecture in that line than they ever be- 
fore listened to. 


The forenoon session to-day was de- 


voted to a further examination and 
cross-examination of Price, testimony 
for rebuttal having the right of way. It 
was largely about acid imparities, mint 
processes and assays; samples shown, 
prepared at the mint, to represent the 
gold material brought by Heney to the 
Reno Reduction Works This id placer 
gold; chlorination gold has to come 
from the Selby Works, or at the San 
Francisco or Carson mints; none pro- 
duced elsewhere on this Ooast to any 
legitimate extent; could not be worked 
in this mint without loss. 


Sulphuric acid exposed to the action

Seeing this, it appears 
very unfortunate that the great possi- 
bilities which lurk in Nevada's boys 
shonld, in most instances, be sup- 
pressed and- limited to narrow fields, 
because of the fact that the advantages 
of education in their State 'are second- 
ary, and further, because of the fact 
that their circumstances prevent them 


_ seeking^ elsewhere for, such ad- 


vantages as* will fit them to rub elbows 
with the best educated and most ac- 
complished men, both in business and 
professions. 


In view of this it is to be hoped that 


the people of a State which is naturally 
productive of boys and girls of unusual 
mental capacity, will redouble their 
late commendable efforts to raise the 
standard of their schools, to secure 
only the best instructors, to establish 
iiigh schools and preparatory schools 
;o fit her, boys and girls for entrance to 
ier University, and to found colleges 
of instruction, affiliated or in connec- 
tion with her University, where educa- 
:ion in the different professions can be 
secured by those who have no means to 
secure it in other universities 


It might be that the wealthy men who 


represent Nevada in the ruling body of 
be land, could establish themselves in 
.be confidence and respect of Nevadans 
n no batter way than to donate endow- 
ments to such colleges of instruction, 
.hereby endearing themselves to tha 
rancbised of the present and giving 
hose whose voices'must be heard in the 
nture, a chance to enlighten them- 
selves, that they may gain clearer con- 
leptions concerning the interests uf 
heir country at large and their State 
n particular.

The Only Venomous Bird. 


Among fill tbo thonbauds cf fp»thorc«l 


reatures classified by tbo trained or- 
nithologists, bnt oiic, the rpir ii'doob, 
or "bird of death," is known to be ven- 
omous. This qacer aud deadly f-pecies 
f the •winged aud featheied tiiba is u 
unlive of the island of Papua, ov New 
3nmea. The bird is described aa beicp 
abontthoBizeof a common tamo pigeoii, 
of gray plumage, nnd a tail of extinoi- 
dinary length, ending in a tip of bril- 
lant scarlet red. It is a marsh bud nnd 
s found to inhabit only tbe immouse 
stagnant pools adjoining the lakes of 
;ho interior of the island. 
The rpir has 


a booked beak, as sharp as u cock's spur 
and hollow. The venom with which he 
inoculates is distilled in a feet of organs 
which nature has provided for that pur- 
pose and which lie io tbo upper mandi- 
ble, jnst below the openings of the nos- 
trils. Under this poison secreting lauora- 
:ory in the roof of the month is a Email, 
Seshyknob When tho bird f-cts its beak 
in the flesh of a victim, this knob re- 
ceives .a pressure which liberates the 
venom aud inoculates the wound. No 
man, native or otherwise, was ever 
kno\vn to recover from a bite inflicted 
by n rpir n'doob 
The suffering in snch 


cases is &.ud to be much more agonizing 
than in cat.es of rattlesnake and Qila 
monster bites.—St. Louis Republic.
